Hussey’s pond, opposite the 
Merrimack Mutual Insurance 
building on Poor st., was not 
always the placid pond of today 
but once supplied the power 
needed to run a saw mill which 
stood where Woodworth Motors 
is now located, 

The pond came from three 
streams originating near the pre- 
sent Country Club and at that time 
flowed under the present Insur- 
ance building in a channel and 
then up in back of what is now 
the Woodworth building in an open 
stream on into the Shawsheen riv- 
er. The residents of the village 
used the stream for washing their 
clothes. 

Floods were not unusual during 
that era and it was not arare sight 
to see Shawsheen center, then 
Frye Village center, covered with 
water.

Although the water rights to 
the pond changed hands many 
times, the original owner was 
Samuel Frye, for whom the vil- 
lage was first named. The pond 
received its name from Elizah 
Hussey who became the next 
owner, One purchaser even 
planned to construct Turkish 
baths on the nowlandscaped 
lot between Main and Poor st. 

Around 1902, the American 
Degreasing company bought the 
water rights with the idea of 
carrying on a wool scaling bus- 
iness, but it never material- 
ized, William Wood eventually 
became the owner and, under 
his direction, the pond was 
drained and filled with sand to 
be used for swimming. Today 
the pond commands little at- 
tention, being used solely for 
the enjoyment of youngsters of 
the village for fishing in the 
Summer and skating in the win- 
ter months,

ROY E. HARDY 
bowling alleys in Andover and 
Lawrence. For many years he was 
associated with the late James 
Ross in the firm of Hardy and 
Ross, amusements. An outstand- 
ing bowler himself, Mr. Hardy was 
also interested in other sports, 
once sponsoring a baseball team 
in the old city league. 

An authority on assessing, Mr. 
Hardy was well known in the 
State as an expert and was called 
upon to speak on the subject in 
many cities and towns, Former 
tax commissioner Henry Long 
once wrote “‘Hardy is tops in my 
book, forever’’. 

Similar praise for a long and 
outstanding public career was re- 
ceived from many county, state 
and local leaders when he re- 
tired from office in 1954. 

In addition to his activities as 
a public servant, Mr. Hardy was 
active in civic and charitable af- 
fairs here. Eight times chairman 
of the Andover division, Commu- 
nity chest, he also served 
chairman of the Red Cross chap- 
ter and chairman of the Andover 
Youth center. 

Mr. Hardy held membership in 
the American Legion and Veterans 
of Foreign Wars. For 20 years, 
he was a director of the Andover 
Guild and served as president for 
four years. He served as a director 
of the Merrimack Cooperative 
bank. 

Friends recall Mr. Hardy’s ap- 
titude in dealing with complicated 
figures. They tell of times when 
he listened to a financial problem 
and calculated the figures in his 
head while others struggled with 
pencil and paper.
